Rural  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I submit  the  report  on  the  work  of  the 
Department  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1970. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  there  were  no  staff  changes  during 
the  year. 

The  full  effect  of  the  Housing  Act,  1969.,  is  shown  in  the  100$ 
increase  in  Improvement  Grants  over  the  previous  year. 

Close  contact  is  essential  with  owners  of  closed  property,  to 
ensure  that  the  property  is  not  relet  without  improvement  and  that 
demolition  takes  place  as  soon  as  possible.  There  are  several  sites 
in  the  area  that  are  a constant  problem  whilst  awaiting  demolition. 

During  the  year,  the  Department  of  the  Environment  undertook  the 
clearance  of  the  prefabricated  bungalows  si  Springfield  Estate,  Holme 
on  Sp: aiding  Moor.  It  is  hoped  to  eventually  fully  clear  and  landscape 
the  site. 


Finally,  I would  like  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council,  Dr.  W. 
Wilson,  Mr.  J.  Green  and  Mr.  W.  Hallam  for  once  again  giving  me  their 
valued  support  and  assistance  during  the  year.  I would  also  thank 
the  Staff  of  my  Department  for  the  efficient,  courteous  and  pleasant 
way  in  which  they  have  carried  out  their  duties.

At  31st  December,  1970,  the  number  of  post  war  Council  dwellings 
completed  was  788  giving^  with  180  pre  war  dwellings,  a total  of  968 
dwellings  owned  by  the  Council  within  the  district. 

Regular  visits  were  made  to  Council  houses  in  respect  of  maintanance 
and  repair  to  exercise  control  over  the  amount  of  money  spent  on  repairs. 
Orders  for  repairs  were  given  in  1 647  cases  as  compared  with  1602  in 
1969,  giving  some  indication  that  the  policy  of  selective  repairs  has 
been  adhered  to  as  far  as  possible.

During  the  year  6l  dwellings  were  erected  by  private  enterprise.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  a further  53  dwellings  were  in  the  course  of  erection.

As  can  be  seen  from  the  above  figures  the  number  of  dwellings 
completed  has  remained  quite  high  having  regard  to  the  economic  situation 
prevailing  at  the  time.  The  majority  of  the  housing  development  has 
continued  to  take  place  within  the  parish  of  G-ilberdyke. 

S_lum__Clearan_ce 

During  the  year  10  houses  were  closed  by  formal  and  informal  action 
under  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  and  as  a result  of  these  and  previous  orders 
11  properties  were  demolished. 


Under  delegated  powers  of  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act,  of  the 
209  applications  received  1 84  were  approved.  The  refused  applications 
related  to  1 2 residential  development  applications,  3 caravan  sites,  4 
piggeries,  1 sales  room,  1 scrap  yard,  1 advertisement,  2 garages  in 
connection  with  road  haulage  businesses  and  1 agricultural  building 
for  housing  livestock. 

A total  of  352  applications  were  received  during  the  year.  They

Tt  was  found  necessary  during  the  year  to  refuse  one  application 
under  the  Building  Regulations,  due  to  non  compliance  with  part  N 
relating  to  drainage. 

Discretion  ary  Grant  s 

21  applications  for  discretionary  grants  ?;ere  received  during  the 
year  compared  with  only  9 in  the  year  ending  y\  st  December,  1969.  Of  the 
21  applications,  17  were  approved.  The  four  refusals  related  to  3 
properties  where  it  was  thought  the  construction  and  condition  of  the 
dwellings  was  unsatisfactory  and  one  dwelling  which  had  only  a limited 
life.  In  every  instance  of  a Discretionary  grant  application,  a 
detailed  inspection  and  survey  was  carried  out  and  a detailed  schedule 
of  works  which  -would  attract  grant  aid  end  works  which  were  repairs 
items  was  prepared  and  sent  to  the  applicant. 
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This  procedure  sometimes  involves  the  Department  in  abortive  work  due  to 
applications  not  being  forthcoming  after  the  prospective  applicant  has 
received  the  schedule.  However,  it  does  ensure  that  both  the  Council 
and  the  applicant  are  fully  aware  of  their  commitments  before  any 
preparations  are  made. 

During  the  year  work  was  completed  on  8 houses  for  which  a 
Discretionary  grant  had  previously  been  approved.  A total  of 
£2930  9s.  3<3«  was  paid  out  by  the  Council  as  a result. 


Standard  Grants 

During  the  year  1+  7 applications  for  a Standard  grant  were  received, 
A 5 of  which  were  approved,  2 being  withdrawn  so  that  different  proposals 
could  be  submitted. 

During  the  year  work  was  completed,  on  49  houses.  All  the  houses 
were  improved  to  the  full  5 point  standard  as  required  under  the  Housing 
Act,  1969,  22  of  which  were  tenanted  houses.  The  total  amount  of  money 
paid  out  by  the  Council  was  £6869  16s.  Id.  and  the  following  amenities

As  a result  of  the  above  two  schemes  809  private  houses  and  192 
Council  houses  have  been  improved,  to  the  full  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  G-overnment  standard.  I think  it  is  very  worthy  of  comment  that 
a total  of  1001  houses  within  the  Howden  Rural  District  Council's 
area  have  been  improved  in  this  way. 
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This  is  a very  commendable  -achievement  when  one  considers  the  number  of 
people  who  -are  now  enjoying  the  facilities  provided  with  grant  aid,  and 
gives  an  indication  of  the  progressive  thinking  of  the  Council  by  their 
policy  of  the  improvement  of  houses,  both  by  example  and  financial 
encouragement .

I am  sorry  to  report  that,  whilst  it  was  hoped  the  Broomfleet 
sewage  scheme  would  commence  during  1970,  a start  was  not  authorised  by 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  G-overnment. 

In  those  parishes  which  ere  provided  with  a main  sewerage  system, 
house  connections  and  closet  conversions  continued,  due  mainly  to  the 
decision  not  to  continue  indefinitely  a pail  closet  collection  service 
in  parishes  served  by  main  drainage  and  the  Council' s policy  of  giving 
an  improvement  or  a standard  grant  ‘wherever  possible.

This  means  that  all  the  villages  in  the  area  are  provided  with  a 
cleansing  service.  Since  the  introduction  of  a cleansing  service  in 
the  area-  surrounding  the  airfield  at  Holme  on  Spalding  Moor,  only  a 
very  few  isolated  properties  are  without  a refuse  collection  service. 

Difficulties  continue  to  be  experienced  at  Gilberdyke  which  is 
the  fastest  growing  parish  within  the  Rural  District.  The  same  vehicle 
and  the  same  number  of  men  are  collecting  approximately  250  bins  more 
than  in  19&5,  nn<^-  saturation  point  is  being  quickly  reached  and  constant 
vigilance  is  necessary  to  ensure  the  Council' s high  standards  are  maintained. 
Members  may  also  like  to  note  that  an  estimated  8^0  of  the  population 
are  now  served  by  a weekly  refuse  collection  service. 


Meat  pud  Pood  Inspection 


During  the  year  lOO^o  meat  inspection  was  maintained,  which  means 
that  every  animal  slaughtered  for  human  consumption  within  the  Rural 
District  was  given  a detailed  inspection  for  disease.  Two  butchers 
si  caught  er  at  the  weekend  and  this  involves  inspection  on  Saturday  or 
Sunday. 

During  the  charge  for  neat  inspection  services  rendered  £227.95. 

Licenses  were  issued  in  respect  of  10  slaughterhouses,  1 Knachers 
Yard  and  26  slaughtermen.

The  export  of  1,185  tons  of  frozen  peas  by  a local  frozen  food 
manufacturer  throughout  the  year  has  involved  the  department  in  regular 
inspection  and  sampling  of  the  products  to  ensure  its  fitness  for  human 
consumption,  and  the  issue  of  a Health  Certificate  in  respect  of  each 
consignment .

The  unsatisfactory  water  samples  resulted  from  contamination  of  a 
private  shallow  bore  supply  which,  following  advice  about  factory  effluent 
disposal  from  the  department  and  the  installation  of  a proper  sewage 
works,  is  now  of  an  excellent  bacteriological  standard. 

The  unsatisfactory  ice  cream  samples  resulted  from  a faulty 
manufacturing  technique,  now  remedied,  following  a change  to  different 
production  methods,  again  upon  advice  from  the  department. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  18  faecal  samples  were  taken  following  a 
case  of  salmonella  typhi  murium. 


Petroleum  Regulations
